Signal flares kept the 
sailors aware Coast Guard boats 
were sta: ding by in the event the 
ghip broke up during the night 

Rescue work was abandoned [fo 
the night because of darkness ane 
the heavy seas after one man 
was hurt as he was taken from 
the ship. Tw» Coast Guardsmer 
also were injured in the rescur 
work. 

In distress and seeking to mat’ 
harbor, the Norfolk attempted | 
make her way through the inle 
without a pilot when the pilot boat 
was badly battered and one man 
was hurt in attempting to put a 
pilot aboard. 


The Norfolk is owned by the 
St. Lawrence and Erie Navigation 
Company, of Savannah, Ga. 

The VU. S. Maritime Service's 
“Merchant Vessels of the U. S.— 
1944” lists the Norfolk as 2,453 
gross tons, 253 feet long, and built 
in 1916. The manual) gives the ves- 
sel's draft as 21 feet. 

Crews from the Morehead City 


and Fort Macon stations hauled 


one crewman, Carlos Mario Ri- 
quelme, out of the 8-foot seas be- 
fore dark Sunday night. But the 
water was so rough the line had 
to be cut.

Only communication Sunday 
night between the two rescue life- 
boats standing by the Norfolk was 
by flares. Radio contact was im- 
possible because of the differences 
in frequency between the Norfolk 
end the Coast Guard vessels. 

Woodard sald the station here 
received a radio report from the 
Coast Guard at Norfolk, Va., at 
11:38 a. m. to the effect that the 
vesse| had requested pilotage into 
the harbor here.’ However, he 
added. the lifeboat dispatched at 
that time was forced to return 
when the heavy seas pounded the 
craft and one of the crewmen was 
injured. 

The injured man, Chief Motor 
Machinist's Mate Car] M. Willis, 
of the Ft. Macon Station, was re- 
ported under treatment at a hos 
pital here for internal injuries and 
several broken ribs. 

Woodard said a report received 
here at 2:45 p. m. from the Norfolk 
station said the motorship was 
aground 400 yards east of the 
channel off Beaufort. 

The message from the stricken 
vessel had been relayed by an- 
other ship to the Norfolk station.

Report False--McGrath 


WASHINGTON, March 7—(AP)—Democratic National 
Chairman J. Howard McGrath Sunday night denied “rumors” 


that he is quitting the job. 

He said ihe denial also goes 
Sullivan, Executive Dzi- 
rector of the Committee.

The four were listed as Walter 
McLeod, Willie Greer, James Wil- 
liams and Clarence Dozier. 

Three other Negroes were round- 
ed up by DeKalb County Police 
Lt. H. B. Christian and DeKalb 
Patrolman D. M. Knight. 
were seized in woods near Clark- 
ston, east of Scottdale. Prison of- 
ficials listed them as 
Jackson, of New York: Sam 
chanan, and Robert Simmons, 
Griffin. 

Two more Negroes, Arthur Hen- 
derson, of Atlanta, and Bill Bow- 
len, were captured later near 
‘larkston, 

The nine were placed in solli- 
tary confinement in the basement 
of the camp immediately after 
their capture. Over 100 other 
prisoners, some of whom are 
termed “dangerous,” hooted and 
jeered from thetr cells. 

The search later Sunday night 
was converging around a point in 
Peachtree Creek Swamp, where 
officers believed five more of the 
fugitives were hemmed in.

The body of Fred 
Kroeger, Sr., 50, novelty store own- 
er, was found in his business es 
‘tablishment. 


| Neighbors notified the Missouri 
State Highway Patrol Saturday 
after Mr. and Mrs. Kroeger had 
not been seen in four days. The 
search ensued, and officers were 
waiting for Betty when she came 
home Sunday. 

Capt. J. A. Tandy, of the High- 
way Patrol, said Betty Jane ap- 
parently had become bored with 
small-town life. The family moved 
to this community three years ago 
from East St. Louis. 

A sore point in family life was 
Betty Jane’s dislike of Eminence, 
a community of 340 people, and 
her desire to return to East St. 
Louis. 

Sobbing soft!vy when she spoke 
of her mother, but displaying no 
- saighagy abou* her father, Betty 
Jane told Capt Tandy this story 
of the double shooting: 

She and her mother got into a

Aroused at the prospect of a merger of the governments of Atlanta 
and Fulton County, members of the East Lake Civic Club, represent- 


ing a part of Atlanta lying within DeKalb County, have passed reéo- 


lutions opposing any merger plan which fails to give proper con- 


sideration to their interests. 
The authorities of DeKalb Coun- 


ty, on the other hand, are strongly 
opposed to any plan which would 
take out of that County an area 
with a population of 45,000. 

In opposing the present merger 
plans, the resolution says:

‘in this area and we feel that this 
part of the city is just as impor- 
tant and our rights are as deserv- 
ing of consideration and protec: 
tion as any other comparable sec: 
tion of the city and of Fulton 


County, and that no plan of merg- 
er should be agreed upon or af- 
fected without complying with the 
desires and wishes of our people 
and guaranteeing full protection of 
our rights and interests, and with- 
out first ascertaining whether 
‘merging the governments or fur- 
ther annexation is the proper solu- 
tion to all the areas involved. 
“Now, therefore, be it resolved 
that the East Lake Civic Club, on 
behalf of its members and of the 
‘people in the East Lake Commu- 
nity, insist that in the consideration 
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and formulation of any plan of the 
merger of the City of Atlanta and

Two more heats are close behind,. in Wisconsin April 6 and Ne- 


braska April 13. 

The cumulative result will pro- 
vide, in some measure, a popular- 
ity test on virtually every man 
who is a potential candidate for 
the Republican presidential nom- 
ination this year. 

The New Hampshire primary, 
however, is largely a contest be- 
tween Gov. Thomas E. Dewey, of 
New York, and former Gov. Har- 


old E. Stassen, of Minncsota. They 


are the only two avowed candi- 
dates in the field. 

But the boom for Gen. Dwight 
D. Eisenhower, which reached its 
height in New Hampshire before 
the General disclaimed presiden- 
tial aspirations, also is a factor.

Representative Clarence F. Lea, of California, 
has had such a resolution pending in Congress 
for years. It was once reported favorably by 
the House Judiciary Committee, only to be 
blocked later by the Rules Committee. Rep. Estes 
Kefauver, of Tennessee, is another ardent advo- 
cate of the change. Several other members, both 
Republicans and Democrats, have similar pro- 
posals in the mill. 


It is argued in support of the amendment 
that it would have the effect of both curing 
and preventing conditions from arising such 
as those out of which the threatened South- 
ern revolt has grown.

A Battle for Clark Hill's Power | Inquiring 


WASHINGTON—The ever-vigilant private utility interests are at it again. They 
are engaged in another flank attack on the policy established by Congress | 


twenty-eight years ago for utilizing our river resources for electric power develop- | 
For | 


ment in the public interest. 


This attack, the most brazen thus far, 


is significant and far-reaching. 


while it is directed at a salient in Georgia, on the Savannah River, there is behind it one of our great 
utility combines, Commonwealth and Southern, with headquarters in New York, operating in this 


case through a subsidiary. 

It involves the so-called Clark Hill project 
along the Savannah River above Augusta, Ga., a 
littie TVA for development of the river for 
power, navigation and flood control that will 
provide great benefits for the people of both 
Georgia and South Carolina. It was authorized 
by Congress in 1944, is now under construction 
by the Army Engineers, and Congress has ap- 
propriated for it. by three separate acts, a total 
of $10,500,000. The ultimate cost will be around 
$49,000,000. It is a wholly Government project. 


Now along comes the Savannah River 
Electric Company, a subsidiary of Georgia 
Power Company, which is itself a subsidiary 
of Commonwealth and Southern, seeking to 
have Congress permit it. instead of the Gov- 
ernment, to build and own all the power fa- 
cllities of the project, to distribute and sell 
tse power and thus enjoy a monoply in 
@ rpetuity of electrical energy. 


The bill for this purpose is being sponsored, 
oddly enough, by a Congressman whose district 
is more than 1,000 miles away from the Savan- 
nah—Rep. Dondero, Republican, Michigan. In 
three days of hearings before the House Public 
Works Cormittee, of which he is Chairman, 
the measure has been denounced as nothing 
more than’ a subsidy by the Government for a 
private monopoly, in addition to other objections 
on fundamental policy raised by Federal Power 
Commission officials and members of Congress 
from Georgia and South Carolina. For the Gov- 
ernment, at public expense, would do the rest of 
the job of controlling the river from which the 
power company would benefit. Nobody has ex- 
plained, either, how the necessary co-ordination 
in such a multiple-purpose project could be 
achieved under such divided management and 
authority. 

It is the crassest sort of special interest legis- 
lation, as the bill would instruct the Federal 
Power Commission to give a license to a speci- 
fied private company. That would literally re- 
peal, in this instance, Section 7 of the 1920 Fed-

eral Waterpower Act that requires the FPC to 
give preference in applications to States and 
municipalities. If this bill were passed, it would 
be a model for similar special legislation om other 
public power projects and break down the whole 
principle of publie protection. 

This proposed handing over of the power pro}- 
ect to a private company is bitterly opposed by 
people in the Savannah valley who are over- 
whelmingly for public development. Govern- 
ment development has been pushed by the Au- 
gusta Chamber of Commerce, by newspapers, 
and has been approved by unanimous vote of 
the Legislatures of both Georgia and South Caro- 
lina and by every member of Congress from 
those States, with a single exception in Georgia. 


Back of the present sortie of the power 
interests is an interesting story. The Savan- 
nah River Electric Company got a license 
from FPC in 1928 to build a power plant at 
Clark Hill It let it lapse four years later, 
without doing anything. and thereafter ex- 
hibited no interest in doing anything itself, 
but announced co-operation in Government 
development—until 1946. It sought then to 
get another license but was turned down by 
FPC on the ground that Government devel- 
opment had been authorized by Congress and 
was under way. It then fought, unsuccess- 
fully, successive appropriations for the proj- 
te through Georgia Power Company lobby- - 
sts. 


Last session another Congressman with no 
Southern accent, Rep. Wilson, Republican, Indi- 
ana, introduced an amendment to deauthorize 
the Government project when another appro- 
priation was before the House, but dropped it 
when he saw the opposition. Then along came 
Mr. Dondero, no Georgian or South Carolinian, 
either, with his bill. It has support from Republi- 
can committee members. He will seek to rush 
it through his committee shortly. 

The utilities certainly work in mysterious 
ways.

“Your teachers,” remarked Dr. Harold Westlake, “are 
bright and attractive. They are not the sad-faced abstrac- 
tions one is apt to see in the run-down schoolroom.” 

Dr. Westlake, Associate Professor of Audiology of 
Northwestern University, toured Aidmore, Davison’s 
School of ‘Speech and the Junior League Speech School 
last weekend during a visit here as a lecturer at the two- 
day convention of the Georgia Speech Association. | 
cia ec He was renewing acquaintance 
Ba with Miss Mary Rose Costello, Prin- 


cipal of the Junior League Speech 


School, who he evaluated as one of 
the really outstanding speech teach- 
ers in the country, accepted as such 
in the profession of audiology. 

“Several universities are after 
her,” he said, “... including my own. 
The school she heads is exactly what 
I would have expected of her work.” 

Then he made that remark about 
soe cheering human touch in teach-

“The very fact that pretty Jun- 
ior Leaguers give their time to the 
children in their school, mixing hap- 

DR. WESTLAKE  pily with them, is of untold value 
in their correction. It shows on them. They sparkle. You 
know, such afflicted youngsters are apt to develop an 
organic inferiority . . . a disrespect for themselves... 


that is devastating.” 
The audiologist praised the Davison School of Speech 


for the same qualities of kindness and understanding. 

“It is a home, with that feeling of comfort and 
coziness. Children there do not feel like problems of 
affliction.” 

The Northwestern educator came to Atlanta at the 

behest of the Crippled Children League of Geor- 
gia, and he made a thorough tour of Aidmore, their insti- 
tution for convalescent crippled children. 

He remarked on its completeness of service, far supe- 
rior to the usual type of hospital where the badly crippled 
children get attentive care and the moderately crippled 
ones have to fend for themselves. 

“It is so wise,” he said, to let partially crippled 
ones come to learn about their own physiotherapy, and 
to teach it to their parents, and then let them go home 
te be cared for by their families. The staff thus can 
serve so many people.” 

All in all, Dr. Westlake considered Atlanta unusually 
lucky in its three outstanding speech institutions, but he 
added that in all probably 4 percent of the city’s children 
suffered from a hearing loss, and 5 or 6 percent had speech 
defects. : 
“I'd like to see this taken up in publie schools 
where everybody could be treated,” he said, “but I'd 
hate to see the standards lowered.”

American women, often asked to assist children and 
peoples of other lands, are now urged to help their own 
families and homes by fighting germ-carrying rats that 
spread disease and destroy foods at a dangerously increas 
ing pace. 

So menacing are the inroads 
of this “enemy within” that the

United States has declared offi- 
cial war on man’s oldest enemy 
by organizing, under the aegis of 
the t of the Interior, 
a National Urban Rat Contre! 
Committee to spearhead the bat- 
tiles in the 1,077 towns with a 
population of over 10,000. The 
fight will go on in each room, 
home and building. The Com- 
mittee’s job is to inform and 
educate, but the woman’s job, in 
the words of Secretary of the 
Interior Krug, is to “Destroy 
rats, to prevent disease, and save 
food.” 


The rats in your home must 
be fought by you. There are 
many reasons why you must 
fight rats. Here are a few: 

They are carriers of numerous 
diseases such as the notorious 
bubonic plague, undulant fever, 
etc. They breed so swiftly that 
even one or two rats can shortly 
infest a place. Food spoilage of 
all kinds is attributable to the 
rodents, and they are a menace 
to humans and other animals in 
every way.

spots. Clean up and dispose of 
any piles of trash or rubbish on 
the premises, in your attic, or 
basement, or elsewhere in your 
home. Clean out clothes closets 
which have become “catch-alls.” 
Set rat poison or snap traps for 
rats in likely spots, or where a 
rodent has been seen. 

When you set out baits, one of 
the best rat killers is a phos- 
phorus based rat paste which, in 
the words of Department of the 
Interior Conservation Bulletin 
No. 8, is “effective against rats.” 
These pastes are convenient for 
the apartment dweller or the 
householder, coming in handy 
tubes and costing less than half 
a dollar at any drug store. Rat 
paste may be spread on raw 
potato slices or smaller bread 
squares which have first been 
dipped in meat fryings. After 
paste is applied, cover with 
sugar or flour. Use plenty of 


bait, and if any rats remain, re- . 


peat baiting in a week, using dif. 
ferent foods. The same pastes 
are useful for killing roaches 
and mice. There are other prep- 
arations for large buildings with 
considerable acreage.
